Attorney T. B. Harlan, for the De- 
fense, Testifies That Senator Said 
He Would Not Give His Services to 
Qnestionable Transactions. 


GOVERNMENT HOPES TO 
CONVICT ON SEVEN COUNTS 


‘Rialto Grain Co. Informied Counsel He 


Was Not Engaged to “Petform Any 
Particular Duties With Depart- 
Y ments in Washington.” 


The defense began the introduction of 
testimony in the trial of United States 
Senator Joseph Ralph Burton, charged 
with using his influence with the postof- 
fice department in fayor of the Rialto 
Grain Co., Friday morning by placing \At- 
torney Thomas B. Harlan on the stand. 

Harlan was the attorney for the Rialto 
Grain and Securities Co. from its inception. 
He told at much length the circumstances 
attending the employment of Senator Bur- 
ton by the company and the conferences 
he had with him in regard to the com- 
pany's affairs. 

From the questioning of Harlan it be- 
came evident that the defense will try to 
show that the company agreed to pay 
Burton his $500 per month in advance as 
general counsel of the cofpany and not for 
any particular service he mfght render to 
the company in the departments at Wash- 
ington. 

The defense place Harlan on the etand 
only after it had exhausted its technical 

objections to the trial proceeding farther.” 

After the government had formally com- 
pleted ite case at the opening of court by 
introducing the indictment against Maj. 
Dennis, Judge Krum filed a demurrer to 
each count in the indictment, alleging that 
sufficient evidence had not been introduced 
to sustain any of them. 


Declines to Listen 
to Demurrers. 


Judge Adams promptly overruled the de- 
purrers, onthe same 
point eatiler in the trial. He declined to 
listen to any arguments on the mubject. 

Judge Krum moved that the government 
be ocmpelled to specify on which of the 
nine counts it hoped to secure a convic- 
tion. 

District Attorney Dyer replied that the 
government had nolle prossed two of the 
counts amd expected to seoure a conviction 
on the other seven. 

Krum insisted that Dyer should elect 
which of the seven he proposed to use in 
his efforts to seoure a conviction. 

Judge Adams interposed with the an- 
nouncement that he will instruct the jury 
that counts one ami three of the indict- 
ment specified the same offense, but that 
the other five each related specific offenses 
and that the government need not elect. 

Harlan then began his testimony. 

An interesting incident occurred while he 
was testifying. Harlan related that when 
he explained the nature of the Rialto Com- 
pany’s business to Burton that the Senator 
told him he would do nothing inconeistent 
with hig oath as a United States senator. 

“That won my admiration,’’ exclaimed 
the witness dramatically. 

“We don’t care for your admiration,” re- 
pliea District Attorney Dyer icily. 


Relates History 
of Company. 


In response to questions by Judge Krum. 
Harlan related the history of the Rialto 
company at length. He told how it was 
organized by Maj. H. C.’Dennis to succeé@ 
the Brooks Brokerage company, with 
which Dennié had been connected. 

His testimony related principally, how- 
ever, to a trip he made to Chicago Nov. aj, 
1902, with Senator Burton. He said Dennis 
told him that morning that Senator Burton 
was to be the associate counsel of the 
company and about thirty minutes later 
Dennis introduced Burton to Harlan in the 
Rialto offices. After a brief conversation, 
Harlan said, Burton announced that he had 
arranged to take the noon train to Chi- 


cago, and Harlan and EB. W. Kastor, an 


advertising man, accompanied him to Union 
Station. 
Reaching the station, Harlan and Kastor 
decided to go with Burton to Chicago. 
Harian says he expiained the workings 
of the company to Burton on the train: 


told him they wanted him as genera! coun- 
sei: told him that the officers of the com- 
pany feared that some of the troubles of 
the Brooks company might result in the 
indictment of Brooks or nnis. 

Harian said he told Burton that the 
company had a great distributing plant, 
which sent owt 30,000 letters a day, and 
that the securities branch of the company 
handled real securities.

after eastern securities.

A blinding flash, accompanied by 4 loud 

report «from the exploding of an imcan- 
descent elettric light” globe, warned. the 
passengers on a southbound Bellefontaine 
car, No.’ 2601,. Thureday night that the car 
had been struck’by lightning. 

The ‘passengefs were panic stricken ter a 
moment. One woman screamed and started 
for the door. "Others admitted a moment 
tater that they were stupified and unable 
to move. All lights in the car were ex- 
tinguished. 

Persons at nearby windows were attract- 
ef by the flash, and for the moment the 
car seemed enveloped in flames. Intense 
light flashes came from the trolley connec- 
tions, front and back of the car, and rail 
connections. 

With a common impulse the witnesses 
near the corner of Eighteenth and Papin 
streets rushed to their doors to go to the 
relief of the passengers, but by the time 
they reached the sdewalk the darkened 
fcar was turning the corner to proceed east 
in Papin sfreet. 

Conductor R. B. Peyton of 5212 Compton 
avenue was in charge of the car and he 
told hie experience to the Post-Dispatch as

Foreman McCoughlan of the Virginia av- 
enue car sheds, to whom Conductor Pay- 
ton reports, says that the lightning un- 
doubtedly struck tthe trolley wire at or 
near the point where the car was. ‘That 
frequently. happens, he said. ‘‘but when 
the connections are strong enough there 
is nothing but the display as the added 
current jumps from the wire to the car 
connections.

The terrific storm which Thursday night swept Missouri, Illinois, 
Iowa, Arkansas and Indian Territory, and is still deluging St. Louis 
and vicinity, did little damage ‘in this city, but in its path across Illinois 
it left the wrecks of scores of homes, business buildings, barns, churches 
and school houses and injured at least six persons one of whom may 
die. 

The damage in the southeastern part of East St. Louis, where 
the wind reached almost the velocity of a tornado, and where 50 build 
ings were wholly or partially destroyed, is estimated between $75,000 
and $100,000. It included the wrecking by an explosion and burning of 
five buildings of the St. Louis Fireworks Co., at Fireworks Station; 
the demolition of three buildjngs of the Pittsburg Reduction Works in 
Alta Sita, on the Southern railroad, and the complete destruction of the 
company’s laboratory and office; the wreck of a dozen frame buildings, 
chiefly homes and small business houses, and the unroofing of many 


more. 

At Caseyville, Ill, a church was blown down and various barns 
and dwellings damaged; at Freeburg the top story of the old: Joseph 
Reichart home was blown away, many other buildings were damaged, 
and the schools were foreed to close until repairs could be made.

At Belleville the damage was not serious 
although several chimneys were blown o 
and some roofs damaged. 

At Caseyville it is reported that $3000 
damage was done, the German Evangelical 
Church being the heaviest loss. It was 
wrecked. A trolley car was lifted off the 
tracks and blown into a field. Many 
houses, barns and treés were damaged 

At Freeburg the chief damage was to the 
old home of the late Joseph Relichart, now 
occupied by his widow. The mansard roof 
was blown off and the interior of the house 
fivoded. A report to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day morning says that scarcely a chimney 
is left standing in the town, and that the 
streets are strewn with the wrecks of 
small buildings and debris blown in and 
floated in during the night. The schools 
are closed as a result of damages to the 
bulldings. 

From reports the rain and wind were 
much higher on the east side of the river 
than in St. Louls, althourh no exact record 
of the rainfall or the wind velocity can be 
secured. as there are no official observa- 
tion stations at the noints especially affect- 
ed. It is stated that the wind velocity 
which developed in St. Loulfs was much be- 
low that which would have been required 
to do the damage which is reported from 
the east side towns. 


HOUSES BUILT FOR WORLD’S 
FAIR RENTAL ARE DAMAGED. 


West of St. Louis, according to reports 
received by the Post-Dispatch Friday 
morning, the damage was confined to un- 
completed houses, trees and barns. At 
Kirkwood no damage of any consequence 
was done. At Webster Groves a large 
number of small frame’ houses, being built 
fur rental during the World's Fair period, 
were parily unroofed and the interior of 
them flooded. Several large shade trees 
were broken, and the streets were filled 
with their branches. 

At Maplewood little damage from either 
rain or wind is reported. The chief trouble 
in that vicinity was from flooded trolley 
car tracks, which caused motors to burn 
out and interfered with traffic. 

The storm in St. Louis began at 7 
o'clock with a rising wind and a blind- 
ing electrical display. The wind was 
from the southwest. No thunder came 
with the first dazzling bursts of light- 
ning, which seemed to flash from all 
parts of the heavens, and there was no 
rain. 

For a space of five minutes there was 
no more lightning; then short, silent 
flashes lighted the city. 

The wind continued to rise, the light- 
ning flashes grew more frequnt and th 
roll of thunder became plain. Rain be- 
gan to fall in large, plashing drops. 

Py 7:30 the rain, thunder and lightning 
had increased to storm proportions; by 
7:45 it was at its height.

Then the wind lightened and the rain 
sank to the proportions of a light summer 
shower: the. lightning fiashes grew less 
frequent, and the thunder—which had never 
seemed close at hand—grew more distant 

The storm broke at intervals throughout 
the night, but less Nghtly than at its early 
climax. The wind frequently rose to 4 
miles an hour for brief terms, and its av- 
erage velocity was in the neighborhood of 
30 miles 

With daylicht the rain began a steady 
but Ieht fall. At 7 o'clock, measurements 
at the local weather bureau showed that 
the precipitation slace the beginning of the 
storm had been # Inches, 

A tew m nutes later the rain grew heav- 
fer and between 7 and 8 o'clock the precip. 
itation was .38 inch—but little less than 
one-half the night's total.

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TO FIGHT CHINA 
AS WELL AS JAPAN 


Recent Maneuvers of the Chinese 
Army in the Region of the Gulf of 
Liao-Tung Indicates That It Will 
Be Used Against the Russians 


ST. PETERSBURG ASKS. 
“WHAT WILL FRANCE DO?” 


Part of the Mikado’s Army Reported 
to Be Preparing to Make a Land- 
ing at One of Two Points on the 
Coast of Manchuria West of New- 
Chwang. 


ST. PHTERSBURG, March %3.—Russta 
expects to fight China as well as Japan. 
Events of the past 48 hours leave little 
doubt that Chinese troops are being ma- 
neuvered so that they will be in a position 
to effectively aid Japan. 

This adds a grave complication to the 
the war. Russians are asking, ‘“What 
will France do in the event of China open- 
ly becoming the ally of Japan?’ 


THE JAPANESE PREPARE 
TO STRIKE THE FLANK 
OF THE RUSSIAN BASE 


LONDON, March 2.—To strike the Rus- 
slan base at Liao Yang and Mukden on 
the right flank is evidently the purpose 
of the Japanese. 

The two points feasible for the launching 
of a body of troops to accomplish this 
are Chin Wan Tao and Tien Kiau Cheng, 
which are connected by rail respectively 
with Shan Hal Kwan and Kau Kiau on 
the Pekin Railroad. A landing at either 
Place would give the Japanese possession 
of a splendid strategic line by which to 
strike the Russian fiank, and, if desired, 
to hold Pekin in subjection. 

These two places are on the northwest 
shore of the Gulf of Liao Tung, and from 
each of them good roads lead up through 
the valley of the Liao river, which the 
Russians now hold with forces distributed 
at New-Chwang, Liao Yang, Hai Chang 
and Mukden. 

As to the “neutral territory” west of the 
Liao river, which the Russians say the 
Japanese will violate, it must be regarded 
as gon-existent, save within the Great 
Walk, The Great Wall begins at Shan-Hai- 
Kwan, and marks at that point the boun- 
dary between Pechili, which is China 
proper and therefore neutral, and Manchu- 
ria, which is not neutral. It is quite le- 
gitimate for the Japanese to land, if they 
please, anywhere on the north or west 
shore of the gulf of Iiao Tung, west of 
the Liao river, down to Shan Hai Kwan, 
which is more than half way from Ying 
Kow to Tien Tsin, and in doing so they 
would not be invading “neutral territory,’’ 
as “neutral territory’’ is China proper and 
no part of Manchuria. 

But there is grave danger that the Chi- 
nese may help Japan; this they can do 
without involving the Chinese government 
Girectly. 

The Kussians have little faith in the Chi- 
nese g°nerals, Ma and Mu, who might dis- 
regard crders from Pekin and join forces 
with the Japanese, or at least attack and 
disperse or capture emall bodies of Rus- 
siars holéing outposta. 

According to information received here 
strong fortifications have been erected by 
the Russians for the defense of Liao Yang, 
the base of field operations in lower Man- 
churia. 

Liao Yang commands both the roads 
over which troops will be sent according 
to necessities. It is also close to the Liao 
Tung peninsula, New-Chwang and the 
mouth of the Liao river. 

If. the Japanese land in force on the 
coast of northern Corea Kuropatkin will 
move his headquarters further north along

A TENANT'S EXPERIENCE. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


I have been living in the same house about 10 years; my next 
door neighbor about 12 years. We were raised within the last 
year 30 per cent. Now we have notices to vacate regardless of 
rent. Upon inquiry, we were told that the row of five houses. 
two of which we occupied, were leased to other parties at $60 
per month, our rent having been $32.50, as raised from $25. We 
were not offered the refusal even at $60, amd upon asking if we 
could not arrange to keep the premises even at the price of $60, 
were told by our agents that they had nothing to do with it and 
that we might see the new lessee. Upon interviewing him. he was 
willing to relet to us at $87.50 per month on the favorable terms 
of the first month and last two months of the Fair period payable 
in advance, which, of course, is equivalent to saying ‘‘get out!” 
The agents say they had nothing to do with tne deal—it was done 
by the owners; the owners said they had nothing to do with the 
deal—it was done by the agnets. owever. they took advantage 
of their right and did it, and I know of a number more of like in- 
stances. 

Your published account last week was very good and proved the 
interest you always take in the welfare of St. Louis, but it is 
much worse than even your account. 

It is not altogether a matter of rent now for residence, but of 
getting a place at a price within the bounds of reason. There are 
now and will be later plenty of vacant houses, but they are 
held by speculators, and while their speculation may prove a 
failure the old tenants will suffer. Ss.

Insubordinate to repine;

The Merger Decision. 
From the New York World. 

As a practical proposition Messrs. Mor- 
gan and Hill would not care a copper 
whether the ownership of stock is techni- 
cally ‘‘commerce” or mot if its ownership 
or holding gave them the undisputed con- 
trol of interstate commerce over a wide 
territory. Such a control, through ‘‘con- 
tract, combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce among the several 
states.’’ the law declares to be illegal. The 
majority of the cogrt upholds the law and 
adjudges the Morgan-Hill merger to be in 
violation of its provisions. 

Justice White and his Democratic asso- 
ciates base their dissent from this opinion 
and judgment upon the techncal point that 
the ownershp of the stock ‘“‘cannot be said 
to be in any sense traffic between the stateg 
or intercourse between them.’’ They [ke- 
wise hold that the principle laid down by 
the majority will create x dangerous pre- 
cedent for ‘interfering with the consolida- 
tion, under the express authority of the 
state creating the corporations, of state 
railroads which may do an interstate com- 
merce business,”” and for extending the 
power of Congress to “other subjects essen- 
tially local.’”’ 

The people and the courts can be trusted 
to meet these dangers, real or imaginary, 
when they shall arise. For the present the 
country is gratified by this timely demon- 
stration of the power and the disposition 
of the President, the Congress and ‘the 
courts to protect the people against fhe 
peril of plutocracy and the arrogant expan- 
sion of the power of monopoly. And the 
disappointment and wonder of the Demo- 
cratic masses at the attitude of their rep- 
resentatives in our highest court are not 
lessened by an examination of the very 
flimsy and far-fetched reasoning put for- 
ward in its defense.

COLLINS’ LAST DESPERATE 
EFFORT TO SAVE HIS LIFE. 


Counsel for George Collins made a 
final appeal Friday morning to the Su- 
preme Court for a new trial of his case 
and a delay of his execution at Union, 
which is set for Saturday morning. 

The appeal is a motion before the 
court en banc, and is based upon the 


lack of supporting affidavits to the in- 
‘formation filed against Collins by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Meyerseick of Frank- 
lin County. 

The argument of the petitioners 
based upon a clause in the treaty by 
which France ceded Louisiana to the 
United States 100 years ago, and which, 
it is stated, has never before been 
raised. 

A clause in the treaty provides that 
the inhabitants of the territory ceded 
shall have the full protection of the 
United States constitution. The petition- 
ers allege that Collins has not had this 
protection, and In support of the argu- 
ment quote from the fifth amendment 
to the federal constitution, which pro- 
vides: 

“No person shall be held to answer for 
a capital or other infamous crime un- 
less on a presentment or indictment of 
a grandjury.” 

It is argued that the trial on informa- 
tion was a denial of this constitutional 
right. 

The point was brought before Judge 
Davidson in the Rudolph case earlier in 
the week, but the court said it was a 
matter for the federal courts to decide 

Sheriff Bruch is going ahead with 
preparations for the execution. He has 
issued between 200 and 300 invitations 
to the hanging. which, he says, will oc- 
cur about 11 o'clock. 

It ia generally belleved, however, that 
the execution will take place early in 
the morning, and that the announce- 
ment of the hour i8 a ruse on the part 
of the sheriff to avoid the crowds clam- 
cring to be witnesses.
